Washington—The republican presi- 


dential situation is really clearing up. 
Outstanding leaders like Charles Evans 
Hughes and Herbert Hiover, both of 
whom have the respect of the country, 
now have* interpreted the statement by 
Mr. Coolidge as being merely the ex- 
pression of his personal wish. Both 
men however, predicted the rcnomina- 
tion and the re-election of Mr. Coo- 
lidge. 


This means that until Mr. Coolidge 


definitely takes himself out of the race, 
neither Mr. Hoover nor Mr. Hughes 
nor the friends of either will feel right 
about discussing a successor. 


While on the surface, this might 


seem to mean that both Mr. Hughes 
and Mr. Hoover derive their strengii 
from the same wing of the Republican 
party which has supported Mr. Coo- 
lldge, it imples that the nomination 
can be secured by nobody who isn't 
on the friendliest terms with the Coo- 
lidge group. 


DEPENDS ON COOLIDGE 


Mr. Coolidge alone can add the only 


clarifying word that is needed—name- 
ly, that he will accept or reject the 
nomination if tendered him. Certainly 
there isn't going to be any more op- 
position to him than would have been 
the .'case hadJ»-=«>t made his'"l-do- 
-nW-cl«r*fe-to-rnn" 
statcKAnt.- Gov- 


ernor Lowden 
and Vice President 


Dawes were being boomed before Mr. 
Coolidge made his statement. 
Those 


who insisted that Mr. Coolidge took 
himself out of the race completely be- 
gan to consider Messrs Hughes and 
Hoover. These two names have been 
widely'discussed and there is no doubt 
both have" tremendous strength but 
since each has refused to permit any 
movement in his behalf, the situation 
is back where it was before Mr. Coo- 
lidge isued his statement. 


• President Coolidge will be back in 
Washington soon. He will be' receiv- 
ing many callers, some of whom will 
elicit from him a better understanding 
of the word "choose." Certainly by 
the time congress meets there wilt be 
no do*bt jn anybody's mind either that 
Mr. Coolidge is receptive or that he 
is absolutely out of it. Until this is so 
clear that nobody is skeptical, all the 
Coolidge leaders and the 
two first- 


string pro-Coolidge men who are be- 
ing mentioned—Mr. Hoover and Mr- 
Hughes—will sit back an* wait for the 
clarifying word. To this extent, the 
situation has 
cleared to the 
point 


where no other candidates will enter 
the primaries or oppose Mr. Coolidge 
unless he says something more that 
will eliminate him completely. 


The present situation, therefore, is 


that unless Mr. Coolidge stops the 
movement, the forces which favor his 
renomination on the draft plan, will 
grow stronger. Viewed from the stand- 
point of personal loyalty to the man 
in whose cabinet each served, both 
Mr. Hoover and Mr. Hughes could 
not encourage any mox-emcnt that 
eliminated 
Mr. Coolidge unless he 


himself did the eliminating. Mr. Coo- 
lidge might in effect, name his own 
successor, 
either 
himself 
or 
Mr. 


Hughes or Mr. Hoover. He likes both 
and probably would have a hard time 
deciding, the chances being against 
any active support anyhow, for If he 
decided to eliminate himself, he prob- 
tblv would not wish to assume the re- 
tponsibility of picking a successor.

of an early debate on disarmament. 
1 The resolution reads: "The assem- 
bly, convinced that, without reopen- 
ing discussions of the Geneva protocol 
of 1924, it is desirable to ascertain if 
the moment has not come to resume 
study of the principles which formed 
the basis of that protocol—consider- 
ing it of the highest importance that 
the assembly stimulate the labors of 
the preparatory commission for gen- 
eral disarmament —decides to turn 
over a study of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the Geneva protocol and the 
conclusions of the report of the pre- 
paratory commission to the appro- 
priate committees." 


M. Paul Boncour of France, one of 


the framers of the protocol told the 
newspapermen: 
"This proposition is 


more concrete than the Polish one." 
referring to the as yet untrained Po- 
lish proposal for a general pact of 
non-aggression. 


"It tends to back our contention 


that disarmament will not be accom- 
plished until security is first assured."

THE COURT'S DELAY 


Professor 
Wesley A Sturgcs, of the 


Yale School of Law, in commenting at 
New Haven on a survey made under his 
supervision, 
declared 
himself 
of the 


opinion that 
lawyers 
themselves 'arc 


largely to blame for the overcrowded con- 
dition" of the courts. Procrastinations of 
the bar and its traditions of professional 
courtesy arc considered as important fac- 
tors. 


"As human beings," Professor Stnrgcs 


says, "and perhaps also as a class, lawyers 
arc prone to procrastinate, and this often 
without regard to whether 
the 
parties 


they arc representing arc plaintiffs or de- 
fendants. Delays from this source occur 
both in reaching issues on the pleadings 
and in pressing cases to trial. Indeed ac- 
cording to the opinion expressed by scv- 
.cral clerks of court, the chief cause 
for 


delay in the progress of litigation in those 
courts is the lack of initiative, or at least 
of aggressiveness, on the part of at- 
torneys in pushing their cases to trial. 
Coupled with this tendency to procrasti- 
nate are the 
traditions of professional 


courtesy, which practically compel coun- 
sel to grant continuances and extensions 
of time to their opponents, even though 
they themselves are anxious to hasten the 
disposition of the case. No doubt the ten- 
dency to procrastinate is more or less in- 
evitable, and the same is probably true of 
the traditions of professional courtesy. 
Still it would seem that the effect of these 
factors might be lessened considerably if 
stricter rules were adopted in regard to 
granting continuances and extensions of 
"time, such as the requirement of a written 
application setting forth the grounds on 
which the 
postponement is requested. 


Improvement might also be effected 
by 


changing the present method of assigning 
cases for trial, the whole scheme of which 
seems conducive to habits of delay/' 


While there are other contributory fac- 


tors, delay seems chiefly up to the bar and 
the court and it is a question of "sum- 
mary judgment", in use in England since 
1883. and being used by New York as a 
means of speeding up litigation, is not a 
wis- precedure for our courts to adopt.

WHAT HIVES ARE MADE OF 


Nettle rash is tho old name for hives. Urticaria 


s the medical name for hives. 
Urticaccao are " 


imily of plants having stinging hairs on the leaves, 
ionic hives are just little baby hives, scarcely 
lore pretentious than mosquito bites--. In fuel a 
losquito bite is a typical'hive, the only difference 
ctween the mosquito bite and tho hive ji.^per be- 
ng that we usually know exactly what produced 
lie 
mosquito bite. Take bedbug bites—oh, boy. 


here's a baffling problem, for mystery lovers—how 
ften a crop of bedbug bites masquerade as hives! 
I3ut aside from the difficulty of detecting and ap- 
irchcndini; the culprit, bedbug bites are just noth- 
njr at all to speak of when when one considers 
aterpillar rash. A caterpillar differs from a mem- 
er of the Urticaceae mainly in distributing ability. 


Get a lively caterpillar under your i>hirt and you'll 
ireak out with hives for miles around, the cater- 
(illar having a million hairs and every hair 
. stinger. All of. these irritants are proteins, whcth- 
r of vegetable or animal origin. 
Numerous food proteins will produce hives when 


hoy are eaten by individuals who happen to be 
cnsitized. We are not yet able to explain this sen- 
itivity, but we know a little about it and we will 
<now all about it when tho right younjr thinker 
omes along to straighten out thu tangle and bridge 
he gaps in our present knowledge. We know that 
•arious animal and vegetable proteins (nitrogenous 
ompounds) are likely to produce hives or asthma or 
ome similar disturbance if they find their way 
nto the blood undigested or through other portals 
han normal digestion. Thus any serum injected 
inder the skin is likely to cause more or less trou- 
>le of this kind. 


But we're waiting for the genius or student to 


•explain \\hy certain individuals break out a fine 
rash if they take the least mite of-quinine, salicylic 
icid (as in "aspirin"), opium, chloral, senna (pres- 
ent in scores of "herb teas") or various other mcdi- 
:mes. 


We are not so puzzled when, patients develop 


hives after indulging in cheese, lobster, mushrooms, 
ish roe, strawberries, oatmeal, pickles, honey, mut- 
on or a dozen other good foods. They are "sensi- 
ized," they have an "idiosyncrasy." or else some 
iart of the digestive process has slipped a cog- and 
o the offending protein has passed through into 
he blood incompletely digested. 


So, as~ doctors so often do. we start treatment 


rith a brisk cathartic, say a bottle of effervescing 
itrate of magnesia, or any form of salts preferred. 
Then a "low" diet, which is also rather mean, for 
a day or two—the les's food the better. If the stom- 
ich misbehaves the least bit the patient had better 
ake half teaspoonful doses of prepared chalk or 
0 grain tablets of calcium carbonate every two or 
bree hours. If the stomach is quiet probably bet- 
er internal medicine than chalk is calcium lactate 
jr calcium chloride, 20 to 30 grains of either with 
^ glassful of water, three times a day for a few 
lays. If the stomach resents this, why, don't insist. 
but toddle back to the chalk or calcium carb. 


For relief of the itching- the well known calamin 


otion is excellent—zinc oxide and calamin, each half 
)unce, borax and glycerin, each 2 drams, lime wa- 
er 6 ounces and 5 per cent phenol solution (1-to 
20 carbolic acid, the strongest carbolic acid solution 
drugsrists may'legally sell without prescription). 2 
ounces. Shake well, and dab on the skin with the 
land, as often as necessary for the itching.

NAPOLEON'S LEAGUE OF NA- 


TIONS 


In "Napoleon," the biography of a 


native Italian (Crosica was 
Italian) 


leader of the French legions, emper- 
or of the greater part of Europe, a 
biography moreover that was written 
by a German, Herr Emil Ludwig, and 
became a best seller in its translated 
form in -America — in that book the 
curious thesis is developed that Na- 
poleon anticipated Woodrow Wilson 
by more than a century and was aim-, 
ing at a league of nations in Europe. 


Napoleon did not call it a "league 


of nations." he usually called it the 
"United States of Europe." The young 
republic in America was about a 
quarter of a century old and It was 
well enough established 
so that in 


1812-0.4 It could win a war against 
England. It looked like a success in 
spite of the hostility of monarchial 
Europe. So it was natural for Napol- 
eon to apply the analogy to Europe 
and speak of a possible "United 
States of Europe." 


He employed the term quite a few 


times in the course of his life. He 
s>poke quite naturally of the "United 
States of Europe" that ought to be 
developed. Especially toward the end 
of his career. "\Vhen his dictatorship 
was crumbling, when he was losins 
his hold first on the nations that he 
had conquered and then finally on 
France itself, he dreamed of a con- 
ferderation. of European 
states in 


which 
his own supreme 
lordship 


would be replaced by a. constitutional 
government. When his hopes of pas- 
sing on to his own son the Napoleonic 
dynasty faded, he dreamed of making 
Europe a unjt by having it follow the

from having in mind as a definite 
program of his life what today would 
be called a league of nations. The 


analogy to the American- experiment 
vould quite naturally find an echo in 
.he words of a. man 
like Napoleon 


who always thought in continents. 
Canby suggests that only a. post- 
World war writer would hav» pre- 
sented it as a definite thesis. 


Granting that, the 
fact 
remains 


:hat Napoleon thought in terms of 
3urope, not in terms of a single na- 
tion. He probably did not aim at a 
eague of nations as we understand 
;he term today but he seems to have 
grasped tthe fact that what was go- 
.ng on in America should be taken to 
iieart by the European nations, that 
a large number of small nations all 
pulling against each other are much 
weaker than that same group all 
working under a single program. 


Napoleon's league -of nations was 


esscentially that of a hard-headed 
realist. He would never have under 
stood or had any faith in Wilson's 
fourteen points or in the present con- 
stitution of the league of nations. His 
idea during most of his life was that 
the European countries must be com- 
pelled to join hands — tho natural 
idea of a born dictator. Italy and 
Germany and Holland and 
Austria 


must be forced to yield up their own 
nationality. What matter if they have 
German traditions and a 
German 


language or Italiam traditions and an 
Italian language?/They must all Ije 
forced to work for the good of all in- 
stead of for the good of seperate 
states. 
Napoleon's league of nations work 


ed to some extent for a few years 
but only so long as he could enforce 
his will. It was built on force and it 
fell apart as soon as force failed. 


The present league of nations is 


largely built on idealism. There is 
no guarantee that it will work anj, 
better or last any longer, but it is at 
least different. One type failed, the 
other type is being tried. Whether 
idealism can conquer the narrow na- 
tionalism that has its roots in the 
centuries is still on the knees-of the 
gods.

A'S ARE IN A, L, 


Cincy Hurler Found Mack's 


Boys Easiest to Whip While* 
With Yanks 


Pitcher Carl Mays of the Cincinnati 


Keds. who for years starred in the 
American before going to the Nation- 
al, has only one regret in his new 
berth. 


"I find little or no difference be- 


tween the two major leagues." said 
Mays to me recently. "The batters 
are about equally hard to baffle. If 
there is a striking difference from 
the angle of the pitcher, it is the fj 
that the American League batters' 
wait out the pitchers more. 


"Most 
American League batters, 


once they get the pitcher in the hole, 
start thinking about a base on balls 
and will take the next one with the 
count two balls and no strikes. 
It's 


not that way in the National: once a' 
batter gets a pitcher in the hole, he 
proceeds to pick on the cripple. 


"But getting back to my one re- 


gret relative to the National League, 
it has to do with the makeup of the 
circuit. If the Philadelphia Athletics 
were in the National League, I would 
be satisfied for the rest of my life. 


"There was a club I seemed able to 


beat no matter how poorly I pitched. 
If our club was able to get only one 
run, 
somehow I would 
manage to 


blank the Athletics. If the A's made 
11 runs off my delivery, my team- 
mates would make a dozen or more. 


"No doubt the Athletics won a cou- 


ple of games from me during my con- 
nection with the American League, 
but I scored so many victories I sim- 
ply lost track of the defeats." 


That struck me as most interesting. 


I looked up the records and found 
what Mays had to say was approxi- 
mately true.
